Future of Waterways Depend­ 
ent on Government Oper­ 
ation, Says McAdoo 


SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 27.—That 
the future of the nation's waterways 
is “absolutely dependent” upon gov­ 
ernm ent operation of waterways and 
railways as a “co-ordinated 
and 
ar­ 
ticulated system ,” was the word sent 
to Albert Kreil of the Cincinnati, O., 
Chamber of Commerce today by Wm. j 
G. McAdoo, form er secretary of the 
treasury and director general of rail- 
w^js. 
“It seems to be futile 
to 
expend 
great sums of money on the develop- j 
ment of our inland 'waterways unless 
our government adopts an intelligent 
policy about railroad 
control,” 
Mc-. 
Adoo added.

His telegram was sent in declining 
an invitation to attend an inland wa­ 
terways meeting at Defiance, Ohio. 
McAdoo declared the 
adoption 
of 
a Av e-year period of government con­ 
trol is vital to the future of American I 
waterways. 
Unless a long period of' 
government railway control is provid­ 
ed, the government, he said, cannot 
efficiently develop the waterways. 
“Upon the return of the railways 
to private ownership which must be 
made within the 21-months' period as 
the present law provides,” 
McAdoo 
said, “the cut-throat competition 
of 
the railroads under 
private 
control 
with the 
partially developed 
w ater­ 
ways will effectively destroy 
w ater 
transportation as heretofore and the 
peoples’ investm ent in these facilities 
will continue tt^be of little value.” 
McAdoo advocated that the govern­ 
ment should control the railways for 
five years knd during that time should 
develop “seme of the most im portant 
ex istin g w ater routes” 
and ‘ “prove 
their worth as a part of 
the 
great 
American transportation system .” 
“I also feel that 
the 
government 
should control the railroads and th e ’ 
inlnnd waterways for a period of five 
veers so they may in turn be co-or­ 
dinated with our 
government 
mer-, 
chant marine,” he declared.

He urged that the subject of rail­ 
way control he looked at "from the 
standpoint solelv of

people instead of from the standpoint 
of the selfish interest of private rail­ 
road owners, private steam ship own­ 
ers, private shippers, private invest-, 
ors or ayiy other single class."

PARIS, Jan. 27.—The supreme war 
councfl today was understood to be 
considering disposal of German colon­ 
ies and other territorial questions. 
The league of nations however, was 
the chief subject under consideration 
Vy the peace delegates. 
The principal development was to be 
selection by the sm aller nations of 
their five delegates on each of the 
special com m ittees created 
Sunday. 
The league of nations committee was 
generally selected as the most impor­ 
tant of these. 
Working alongside this commission 
will be an unofficial organization, the 
allied societies for the league of na­ 
tions. 
It held its initial meeting last 
night and intends to continue in tea- 
sion throughout the peace conference 
with the object of furnishing a clear­ 
ing bouse for inform ation to assist the 
official commission. 
Jam es Thomas, head of the British 
railway men. made a striking speech 
at the meeting of the allied societies, 
warning that there is a state of actual 
“revolt" throughout the world which 
will not end until a “right and just" 
peace is established. He recalled Pres­ 
ident W ilson’s statem ent that “if the 
contribution of the governments to 
peace equals the contribution of the 
peoples to war there is no doubt about 
the result.” and declared no British 
statesm an ever more fittingly describ­ 
ed the prospects of the league of na­ 
tions.

King Declares Serbia Tried 
• to Annex His Country by 
Force of Arms 


By W IL L IA M P H IL IP SIMMS. 
(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 
PARIS, Jan. 27.—King Nicholas, the 
aged ruler of Montenegro, believes his 
little nation should enjoy the same 
right ol self-determination as larger 
countries. 
He expressed confidence 
today that the peace congress will en­ 
force the application of this principle. 
In an interview with the United 
Press, Nicholas declared that Serbia 
is attempting forcibly to annex .Monte­ 
negro rather than join with her in 
formation of a new Jugo-Slav state. 
This alleged attitude of Serbia is be­ 
lieved to have constituted one of the 
elements tthich resulted in the warn­ 
ing issued by tile supreme war coun­ 
cil—that fckiiius to territory seized by 
arms wilt f* ceive no recognition from 
the pfeace congress. 
Nicholas, who is living in the Hotel 
Rue de Rivoli, is watching the work 
of the peace conference closely to tle- 
'termine whether he is to be a king 
without a kingdom or the ruler of an 
independent nation. 
He declared he 
is an enthusiastic supporter of Presi­ 
dent Wilson's policies and that he is 
willing to abide by the Wilsonian test. 
as applied to Montenegro, even^if it 
means the loss of his crown. 
“The Serbian army occupied Monte­ 
negro immediately following signing 
of the armistice, after the Monteneg­ 
rins had driven the Vustrians out of 
the country,” said King- Nicholas. “The 
Serbian government then hastily at­ 
tempted to annex our land bv force. 
The Serbian regent (Prince Alexand­ 
er) did not hesitate to assume the 
Montenegrin crown, which I wore and 
still wear after a reign of nearly GO 
years. He wished to go before the 
peace conference with the ‘union’ of 
Serbia and Montenegro as an estab­ 
lished fact, telling the delegates this 
was the will of the Montenegrin peo­ 
ple. The Montenegrins rose in arms 
to defend their rights. 
Thev, like the 
other Jugo-Slavs,. wished to become 
part of a confederation modeled on the 
United States, where ntanv of our 
soldiers lived for many years. They 
wish to see President Wilson’s prin­ 
ciples applied to organization of the 
Jugo-Slavs—that is, that the people 
should decide their own fate. 
“I ani absolutely in accord with my 
people but Serbia Insists any move bv 
the Jugo-Slav people should receive

The change of publicity policy made 
the peace conference is a notable 
mph for the American press, and 
almost as much of a triumph for the 
British and Italian press which co-op­ 
erated with it. 
It need not be fancied that there 
was any “conspiracy” about the tight 
tules originally adopted by the dele­ 
gates. There is no evidence that any 
considerable group of them ever con­ 
templated “putting anything over” on 
their own public or the public of other 
dountries, in the way of old-fashioned 
secret and crooked treaties. 
They 
merely resorted to excessive caution 
fear that some of the very delicate 
business they have to transact might 
•uffer through premature publicity. 
| It is recognized by all intelligent ob­ 
servers that there must be, in any 
ease, considerable reticence while the 
conflicting interests of nations are be­ 
ing reconciled and particular prob­ 
lems are being threshed out. But it 
bas become plain even to the delegates 
themselves that the extreme degree of 
Silence they desired would be unwise. 
It would prevent the full co-operation 
of the people and their representa­ 
tives. 
It might lead to serious mis­ 
takes of Judgment. At best, it would 
be a prolific cause of suspicion. 
In demanding the right to report the 
deliberations with more freedom, the 
American press has been true to its 
best traditions. Our government, in 
every branch, is a government of pub­ 
lic opinion. 
In order to govern, the 
public must be kept fully informed. 
The system of information habitually 
operated by the American press is the 
bed-rock of American democracy. That 
system is now to be applied, so far as 
conditions will permit, to the first 
world’s legislature that is now sitting 
In Paris. All the nations will profit 
thereby.

BEAUTIFYING HOSPITALS 


The protest of a well known archi­ 
tect against the prevailing ugliness of 
hospitals is well made. There is no 
class of public buildings where as a 
rule so little is done to beautify. This 
is probably for two reasons. 
First, 
sanitation which is the god of the hos­ 
pital 
demands flat, plain 
surfaces 
which can be easily cleansed: second, 
a lack of funds for anything but the 
utmost simplicity if the essentials to 
hospital service are not to be omitted. 
But it is undoubtedly true that 
pleasant things to look at contribute 
toward speedy recovery. The home­ 
sickness bred of long staring at undec­ 
orated walls often postpones the de­ 
parture from them. 
When we have learned fully to un­ 
derstand the mission of the hospital, 
we shall combine sanitary severity 
and beauty. 
The great artist who 
tinted stirring war posters will paint 
frieze of lovely fairy figures, of but­ 
terflies and birds on the walls of the 
ehildrtn’8 hospital. 
For the older pa­ 
tient* there will be restful landscapes, 
symbolic groups, 
or those depicting 
stirring action. All this will go on 
Just as walls are doi\e in private 
homes in washable paints, so that 
cleanliness may still be observed. 
The time will come when every sick 
person will go to a hospital just as 
naturally as any traveler takes a train, 
end this will do more to prevent the 
spread of disease than any other one 
thing. But the time will come much 
faster when the hospital is made at­ 
tractive, when it breathes more of the 
hospitality which its name suggests 
and lass of the jail of w hich its ap­ 
pearance is too often reminiscent.

Red Cross Is Hunting For 
Him, Says Report Made to 
Senator Johnson 


Efforts of every nature that have 
been made to locate Lieut. Charles L. 
Leaver have failed. 
He was reported as missing in ac­ 
tion on October 0. 
But one letter has come from over­ 
seas with a ray of hope. That was a 
letter written by a medical captain to 
a ti S. C. instructor in which the med­ 
ical officer said that Leaver's major 
had said that Leaver had been gassed 
and was in some unknown hospital. 
Leaver was an instructor in Santa 
Ana High School when he entered of 
ficers' training school. 
Arriving in 
France early test 
summer 
he 
was 
transferred to the first division. 
A. J. Perkins, with whom Leaver 
made his home in Santa Ana. is but 
one of a number of San’a Anans who 
have written letters and used influ­ 
ence to see what could he done toward 
clearing up the mystery. Friends of 
Leaver ai Riverside, where ills parents 
live, have hew working in the same 
way, but also without results. 
Attorney S. M. Davis of Santa Ana, 
a friend of Leaver, lias written to 
I’nited States Senator Hiram VV. John 
son at Washington and to Dr. Wehrly 
and Rev. J. A. Stevenson in France 
asking that they use whatever influ­ 
ence and methods they can to help 
locate Leaver. 
Today Attorney Davis received the 
following letter from Senator John­ 
son. under a Washington date line of 
January 21: 
‘Lear Sir: 
Referring to your letter 
of January lith , regarding the case oi 
Lieutenant Charlet fa Leaver. I have 
taken the matter up with the Adju­ 
tant Geieral of the Army. He advised 
me that the latest report on Lieuten­ 
ant Leaver is that he has been miss 
ing since October Cult. 
‘•Referring further to his case, tile 
American Red Cross writes me as fol­ 
lows : 
“ 'We regret that we have in our 
tiles no record of First Lieutenant 
Charles Leon Leaver. 3rd Machine Gun 
Battalion, Company B, 1st Division, ex 
cept that of ‘Missing.’ When a man is 
officially reported missing, every ave­ 
nue of information is used to trace 
hjm. 
‘‘ ‘This search is begun automatical­ 
ly by the Red Cross as soon as a many 
name appears on the list of missing 
Men who were in the engagement w ith 
him are questioned, to find out if pot. 
sible, from eye witnesses, what may 
have happened to him; also inquiries 
'.re made a: the hospitals.

Auditor Jerome Adjusts Pay­ 
roll to the County Gov- 
ment Act 


A lot of justices of the 
peace 
of Orange county may not know 
it, but it ie a fact that on the 
first Monday of this month their 
salaries were cut, 
reduced, 
de­ 
creased, slashed 
and 
otherwise 
manhandled. 
The high cost of living did not 
have anything to do 
with • the 
stashing, hut tbs county govern­ 
ment act passed by the Legisla­ 
ture two years ago did. 
The measure .as put through at that 
time called for a re-classification or 
township pay in this county by which 
the compensation provided for a lot 
of justices and a few constables 
is 
changed considerably. The law provid­ 
ed for those changes to take effect on 
•he first Monday of 1919. That blue 
Monday has arrived, and the time is 
now at hand for County Auditor W. 
C. Jerome to make- out the monthly 
payroll cf the county so far as that 
payroll is fixed by statute. 
Jerome has found that it takes 
a 
census bureau expert, a county sta­ 
tistician and a sage all combined into 
one person to know just what ought 
to be done. 
The law says that _ a 
justice in a township 
under 
2500 
shall be paid so much, between 2300 
and 30C0 so much, between 3000 and 
0000 so much, between GWO and 10,- 
000 so much. 
These may not be the 
exact figures, but they run something 
like thai. 
Jerome grabbed all the population 
data he could grab. 
He found that 
a few years ago a census was taken 
of Anaheim and Fullerton townships, 
but the findings were merely that each 
bes a population of over 
5000. 
All 
he could do was follow the law and 
1 he records, and if any Justice of the 
peace or constable doesn't believe the 
classification should stand he may be 
tole ;o persuade the Board of Super­ 
i o r s to order a sepcial census for 
his satisfaction. 
As Jerome finds the records, the 
salaries of the justices of the peace 
and constables of Fullerton and Ana­ 
heim are reduced from $t>4) a month 
to $25, and of Placentia, and Hunting­ 
ton Beach from $25 to $10. The Jus­ 
tices of Laguna Beach, 
Seal 
Beach. 
Tustin, Iva Habra and 
Brea 
town­ 
ships drop from $25 a month to $10. 
The constables of 
those 
townships 
were already getting $10 a month, and 
rider the law passed two years ago 
! effective this month, they con­ 
tinue to sret $10. 
I - is generally conceded that Or* 
ase county has a lot more townships 
tan it needs. 
As a matter of facts 
nd figures, over 95 per cent of the 
township business of the county 
is 
• ransacted in the Santa Ana town­ 
ship court. Most of the justices whose 
salaries have been cut will not 
be 
u n d e r p a id . 
Aside from Santa 
Ana, 
perhaps the township court that has 
most to do is that at Anaheim, which, 
however, under the n e w classification, 
gets a reduction for both justice and 
constable.
